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This decision is in response to applicant's "Petition," filed with the United States Patent 
and Trademark OflFice on 12 April 2002. 

BACKGROUND 

On 09 May 2000, applicant filed international application PCT/JPOO/02940 A Demand 
for mternational preliminary examination, in which the United States was elected was filed on 13 
November 2000, prior to the expiration of nineteen months from the priority date Accordindv 
the thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United States expired at midniehi 
on 13 November 2001 (10 November 2001 was a Saturday and 12 November 2001 was a 
holiday). 

On 09 November 2001, applicants submitted a transmittal letter for entry into the national 
stage in the United States accompanied by the basic national fee. The papers were assigned 
application number 10/013,650. 

On 10 January 2002, applicants sent a petition under 37 CFR 1. 10(e) accompanied by a 
copy ot the application papers originally submitted 09 November 2001. These papers were 
assigned application number 1 0/03 1,101.

DISCUSSION 

The papers filed on 10 January 2002 should have been considered a petition under 37 CFR 
1 1 0(e). The papers filed 1 0 January 2002 were processed on 23 January 2002 The papers filed 
on 09 November 2001 were processed on 28 January 2002. The end result for an international 
application designating the United States of America is a single U.S. national stage application 
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Application Number 10/031,101 has been cancelled. All the papers from 10/031,101 have 
been transferred to the file of application number 10/03 1,650.
